Fractional issued only 3 years after note production. Doug Hales won the Sidney 
Smith Memorial prize at the ANA in Orlando with his exhibit "U.S. Fractional 
Currency, 5th Issue". 

Bad News category - Member Walter T. Herget passed away 3/12/92. In addition we 
have lost Lester Merkin, who was not a member of the FCCB, but who started many of 
us on the path of Fractional Currency collecting. A real gentlemen and friend whose 
passing is a true loss. 

Cooperation category ttl - Martin Gengerke has been in contact with the Smithsonian 
and has worked out the possibility of the Smithsonian exhibiting the Crowfoot 
Collection of Fractional at the Memphis Show. Obviously, this is really in the 
hands of Martin Delger and the Memphis Show Exhibit Committees, but I'm sure that 
they will both be happy to receive a request from the Smithsonian to exhibit. 
However, the Smithsonian needs a group of different letters from different 
individuals requesting they take the exhibit action. Martin's attached letter gives 
all the details. Please cooperate.••
